This we can all appreciate, and our sympathies go to the 
unfortunate ones. 

However, the fwo acts which too often follow are a blot 
on the game and should be stamped out. 

T refer here to the-feigning of an injury which does not 
exist or is of a very minor nature, and the subsequent 
treatment of wet sponge and gentle rubbing while 
players, officials and thousands of spectators just wait. 

The Jaw allows the referee to stop ihe game only if he 
considers a player is SERIOUSLY INJURED. Other- 
wise he must wait for a break in“the~play before in- 
specting the player and deciding a course of action. 

In either case the referee must not allow the injured 
player to be treated on the field if he can be moved 
to the sidelines for treatment. : 

The intention of the law is that the game should be held 
up only in the case of a serious injury, and not at 
the discretion of the playérs themsely 

Players often “act” to gain time to consolidate. or to 
prevent their team being at a temporary disadvantage 
by their absence.
